It comes 
from the change of circumstanoes in 
Sauth Africd. As long as tha ‘ Wwar 
there was tho suucessful defiance af a 
great empire bya small but sovereign 
tower, the Boers had enougt, and to 
spare of European sympathy. They 
were doing for Europe what Europe 
dad not wish to do for itself—that is 
they were causing Britain to take part 
in a costly and ingborious war. But 
when in process df time and ‘with the 
march of eveats the Transvaal and 
Orange river republics ceased td sxist 
as organized governments, and what 
was at first war becama brigandage, 
it became impossible for the organized 
governments of Europe in their own 
interest to encourage such a condition 
of affairs. To support brigandage in 
South Africa would be io invite 
anarchy at home. And anarchy is too 
mach alive and too clos¢ at home ta 
warrant such a course, even py the 
most rabid British heters, It :s not 
that they hate Britain less, but that 
they are careful of their own home 
interests. The time for the two ex- 
Fresidents to have sought European in-~ 
tervention was whils they still held 
active control of the affairs of their 
gdvernmeuts. Then they were en- 
titled to speak for the people. Now 
they are not. Their Obstinacy is their 
strong joint, aud it isa good dne. But 
their obstinacy in this case has been 
their undoing. Their refusal to con- 
cede the righis of the‘ uitlanders 
brought On the war, and their persist- 
ence in remaining in the field until 
all semblance of government was gone 
has made the European assistance upon 
which they piaced their main depend- 
= when they went ta war impos- 
sible.

QUEBEC ELECTIONS. 
The following is the conservative 
fress report of the resulttof the Que- 


baa provinvial elections: ‘ 


Montreal, Dec. 7.—The Quebec zen- 
eral elections, which were held to-day, 
resulted in another Jiberal Sweery and 
as a result the conservative force in 
thei next legislature will be. reduced 
to a4 conporal’s guard. There were 
‘€{ seats in the legislature, Of these 
the liberals carried 35 by acclama- 
tion. 

Contests took lace in 37 constitu- 
encies, and the liberals carried 30. 
Coaservatives being elected in only 
seven constituencies, : 

The election in Gaspe and: the Mag- 
dalene Islands will be held: later. Al. 
the leading conservatives, with ° the 
exception of Messrs, Flynn, Leblanc 
and Pelletier were defeated. Mr. Flynn, 
‘leader of the Opposition, succeeded, in 
carrying Nicolet by a smalh ma jority, 
and Messrs. Leblanc and Pelletier were 
elected in Laval and Dorchester, re- 
spectively, by good majorities. 

Mr. A. W. Atwater, ex-provincial 
treasurer, was badly beaten by Mr. 
James Curran, in St. Lawrence divis- 
Edn of Montreal, Mr, G, Aj Nontez, 
ex-commissioner of crown lands, was 
lefeated in Terrebonne by Mr, Pro- 
vost, and Mr. Hackett, Irish Catho- 
lic representative in the conservative 
aiministratioa, wae defeated in Stans- 
stead, It *3 a rather curious feature 
of the elections that while the con~ 
Servatives lost constituencies which 
have been held by them for years, 
St. Johns, which was represented for 
over thirty years by the late Prem- 
ier Marchand, liberal leader, return- 
ed la conservative, 


The seven constituencies which elec- 
ted conservatives are,: Comgiton, 
Dorchester, Jolieite, Laval, Lotbin- 
niere, Nicolet and St. Johns. 


As a result of the defeat of Messrs. 
Atwater and Hackett, there will not 
be a single English’ conservative in 
the next legislature. As the con- 
situencies in which elections are yet 
ta be heli will no doubt go with the 
government, the forces of the two 


perties in the next legislaiure will be 
as’ follows : :

In the legislatura the - consarva- 
tives heli twenty seats and the lib-

and wholesale fersonation accounts 
for the defeat of Mr. A. W. Atwater, 
who was one of the strongest men in 
the conservative ranks, and who it 
was hoped, wauild be satt to Quebec 
id keep an eye on| the financial trans- 
actions of the Parent government, 
Conservatives, however, did not go 
tq the polls, with thej resuit that Mr. 
Atwater only polled 799 votes, while 
Mr. Cochrane received 1,541, and was 
accordingly elected by a majority of 
742 votes.

HONING SPRUIT. 


The following is the account of the 
fight at Honing Spruit givers by 
Trooper Aspinall io the Toronto 
\World, on his return to Canada: 

“The second battalion of the Cana- 
dian Mownted Rifles,” said Trooper As- 
pinall, “had been sent from Pretoria 
hy. the expressed order of Lord Roberts 
to help to suppress the raid ef De- 
Wet. This was jgst a‘ter tue Rhen- 
oster river disaster, When wae got to 
Vredefort Weg station we were split 
up. Samad of the corps went north an 
the railway, and same remained at 
Vredefort Weg, and two trgops, the 
third and fqurth of I§ squadron, were 
seat south towards Honing Spruit. 
There were also two companies of 
Shropshire Light infantry there then. 

“On June 21 a party of 400 released 
Pritish prisoners arrived at Honing 
Spruit station from Preteria, with! Col. 
Bullock in charge. In the evening of 
this day dur outrost, on a kopje about 
three miles sdutheast of the camg, re- 
ported seeing a party af. six Beers, 

“On the morning of the 22nd, Liemt. 
Ingles, with twelve men, was sent ta 
scowt in that direction. I wag one of 
them, As it was a bitterly cold marn- 
ing we wore our great coats, and we 
got owt to the kKomje, [ was ane of 
the advance guard. There were three 
menahead. When we got on the kapje 
we found aij clear, but in a few min- 
uted one man at the foot of the zopje 
saw horsemen in the ‘distance. Ha re- 
marked: ‘I wonder who those fellows 
are over there.’ We all looked, and 
saw about eight horsemen coming to- 
wards us. Corp. Baines was in charge at 
the fodt of the kopje.He said: ‘Some 
one had beiter tell Lieut. Ingles.” I 
mde up on the kopje again, and told 
him some horsemen were in the dis- 
tance, and we then saw there were 
sbout 200 of them, Consequently, Lieut. 
Ingles gave the order to retire. We 
then started for camp, and: before we 
got very far the Boers sighted us. We 
had aot proceeded half a mile before 
they caught up to us. They had no 
trouble ‘na -catching us, because their 
horses were in much better condition 
than ours. The Boers would not get 
in front of us, buti split in half, One 
half remained behind and the other 
half flanked us oni ou, right, Those 
behind came up to within 200 yards 
and dismounted and fired, and those 
Othe right also dismounted and fired 
The others followed wp,closer,and then 
dismounted and fired, They kept this 
upand worked their way: close to the 
railway line firing at us ali the time. 

“On the railway line, about, a quarter 
of a mile from camp, we had an out- 
post of four mea, Corp. Miles, Dorp. 
Morden. Trcoper Kerr, and Trooper 
Miles, & brother of the corpora], When 
we got within range Lieut. Ingles gave 
the order to fire. The men at the out- 
post did not fire until we were behind 
them. Afterwards, when we asked

The Boers were in the waiforms of the 
British, captured at Rhexgster river, 
“Im retiring.” continued Trooper As- 
pinall, “I was struck effectively. three 
First I wa3 shot through the

was ‘blown off. It was a regular hail- 
storm of bullets. Lieut. Ingles called 
out that he had been struck. We stuck 
td our saddles and got’ to camy. four 
o] Gur mea were captured, Sergt. Pat- 
terson, Trooper Ermatinger, Trooper 
Bell and Trooper Hobbins. Troopers 
Birney, Waldie and Hutchinson stayed 
with the qutpast to cover our retreat ; 
ta camp to wern the camp to be on the 
defensive. Uutchinson's rifle was use- 
less, as it would not: fire, so he went 
into cover. 

“So far as I could learn, Morden was 
shot first threugh the shoulder. He 
called out to Miles, ‘L am shot, Tom, 
Quit I think I got my man,’ Morden 
was hfterwards shot through the head 
and killed. iXerr was shot thraaigh the 
heart. Miles told his brother and Bir- 
ney to take his: horse; into camp, but 
as Trooper Miles womld not, abey and 
leave them, his brother ordered him to 
do so as his sugerior officer, Waldie 
killed two Boers. Birney was shot and 
his horse kiijed. ‘Waldie cailed to him: 
“tako 'my horse,’ This horse had also 
been shot, but ha carried Birney into 
camp. Waldie came through the fusi- 
lade, pll right and brought Coryz. Miles 
hack to camp. Miles had, beem struck 
hy an expanding bullet. The Boers af- 
terwards came uf in force, and shelled 
tha amp, but retired before reinforce- 
ments from Kroonstadt arrived, De- 
Wet'’s entire force was in the attack.” 


iWhile three bullets took effect inj the | 
body of Trooper Aspinall, five bullet 
hales in his overcoat show the fierce 
fasilade. One bullet cut his overcaat 
across his back, and another went 
through ‘his cuff band. Both these bul- 
lets Were harmless, When he reachei 
camp, after riding 21-2 miles after be- 
ing’ wounded, he had to be lifted froin 
his horse. He cowld not move his arms 
from loss of “lood. His clothing: had 
tol be cut off him. But, as he was a 
healthy young fellaw, he recovered in 
due course. , His wounds hava « all 
healed. 

Trooper Frank Rebbra came home 
without a scratch, although his horse 
was, killed in the engagement at Zand
